To get 
in the citv of Saint ^lalo you must pass 
through the big gate^. tlie passage on 
top of the wall is wide enough for two 
wngons to drive on and about every 20 
feet where are opening in the wall to 
place bis: guns in. I can't tell but that 
is what I thought when I saw the open- 
ings. When you are on top of the wall 
%ou can see a. way out on the English 
Channel arc! the view is great. 
"We boarded the train at Champakne 
passing 'through Le M.nis. We arrived 
at Rennes, here we changed trains for 
Saint 
Malo. arriving at 
Saint Malo 


about 9 p.m.. getting off the train we 
were ordered to- line up and have out- 
traveling papers ready for the clerks 
to see. V.'e were marched into the sta- 
tion lobby where an American officer 
explained to us that anyone who wish- 
ed to be together in the some hotel 
should make it known before filling 
out hotel cards.. 
We were_ then re- 
quired to register, fill out our identifi- 
cation cards and told of the date on 
which we should repoi: back for trans- 
portation back to the c imp or to v.-here 
the outfit may have moved. The next 
thing on the program v. as inspection in 
order that they may know that we 
were in good health. After inspection 
we listened to a lecture as to the man- 
ner and way we. should conduct our- 
selves. 
After the lecture the II. Ps. 


started to call otrt the names of the 
different hotels when ours was called 
•we went right along with the M. P. 
who took us out to our hotel and then 
left us in order to- go back and assist 
in getting the rest of the men to the 
right hotels. 
When we entered the 


hotel the piano was playing and we 
could see the girls and boys dancing. 
Say. but it sure did look good to us. 
We went to •'bur rooms and when I 
saw- 
the room I almost fainted, there 


before me was a bed. a real, real bed, 
nice white sheet' on it and everything. 
The girl told told us in French to hurry- 
down stairs as supper was ready and 
believe me we did and -when we saw 
the dining room. Oh. ha Iri. It was 
great, just like the hotel Morrison at 
Chicago or the Statler in Detroit. The 
supper was gre-U. 
The French serve 
one thing at a time, a clean dish each 
and everytime. After s-jpper we shaved 
up. shined our shoes and went down 
stairs and joined the rest of Uncle 
Sam's boys in the dance hall, it was 
then about 11:30 p.m.. but we danced 
until 12:30. The g-.rls can't speak much 
English but they know how to dance. 
Next morning. Saturday. Feb. the 


15th. we proceeded 
to take 
a look 
around. We went down to the big T. 
M. C; A., formerly the Casino. Saint 


, Malo. but now turned over to the Y. for 
• the amusement and convenience of Un- 
cle Sam's boys. 
The Casino &'ir.: Malo is an immense 


big building with a theater adjoining. 
In the theater the Y. puts on movie 
shows, boxing m-itches, lectures and all 
kinds of amusements. The big dance 
floor adjoins the theater. All you have 
to do is come through one door right 
into the dance hall, through another 
door into the big refreshment room 
where the Y. serves hot chocolate and 
cakes at all times. 
The big wrestling 
and reading rooms can be reached just 
bv going throush the big glass dcors 
that enclose the dance floor up stairs. 
On the second floor is the big billi-ird 
and pool rooms, tho Chaplains rocm«. 
both Catholic and protestant. The Y.
